IS NOT ENOUGH MONEY IN IT. 


Dale Gear 
After 
Sedalia Players— 
What Some of the Other Teams

Troops Arc Landing. 
London, Feb. 9.—-The Cheefoo cor­ 
respondent of the Daily Mail cables 
that six Japanese transports are land­ 
ing troops at v arious ports in Korea, 
from Masampho and Fusan, on the 
south, to Kunsan, 'Mok pho and Che­ 
mulpo, on the west. 
Seoul is to be occupied, and the 
landing is being cov ered by the tor­ 
pedo div ision. 
The main body of the 
Japanese fleet, the correspondent con­ 
cludes, will sail in the direction 
of 
Port Arthur. 


In a dispatch dated Nagasak i, Sat­ 
urday, February 6, and which was de­ 
layed by the censor, a correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph asserts that 
Russia 
deliberately precipitated the 
crisis by secretly dispatching a few 
days ago from Port Arthur transports 
loaded with a full div ision of troops 
and escorted by a fleet and landed 
them near the Yaiu riv er, thus occu­ 
pying Northern Korea. 
“Japanese patience became exhaust­ 
ed and today Japan mov ed her ships 
and took unresisted possession of cer­ 
tain m erchant v essels, including the 
Chilk a and 
Manchuria,” the 
corre­ 
spondent continues. “Tw'o other Rus­ 
sian v essels w^ere seized and escorred 
to Sasebo, .Japan.” 


The Daily Telegraph says it sup­ 
poses the foregoing seizures occurred 
at Masampho, 
but that the 
censor 
suppressed the location.

fire in October, 1871.

There were nearly 2,500 buildings 
destroyed, but there was no disorder 
or looting, as the city is under martial 
law, being paraded by federal and 
state troops. 
I 
Both branches of the council held 
' a special meeting last night and pass­ 
ed a resolution to adjourn until Feb. 
19. The object of the resolution is to 
hav e the gov ernor declare a ten-day 
holiday. 
The trolley car system of the city 
was parfjially resumed last ev ening.

pow’er house is not equipped suffic­ 
iently to furnish power to more than 
a few of the numerous lines.

The water supply of Baltimore is 
causing some concern among city of­ 
ficials. 
The fire 
prov ed 
a serious 
drain upon the sev eral reserv oirs of 
the city. 
Had it not been for the 
waterway, which was not only of as­ 
sistance in check ing the progress of 
the flames, but also afforded a source 
for the water supply with which to 
fight the flames, it is difficult to ima­ 
gine where the fire would hav e ended, j 
8o far there has been no call for.
